LOS. ANGELES,» Cal:, Feb. 8.—Police 
anda~ county : detectives inyestigating the; 
William Desniond Taylor murder: mys- 
tery have. arrived simultaneously at the 
conclusion that. some: facts are being 
suppressed. Some of Taylor's associates 
are believed to know more about the 
murder than they are telling. The) rea- 
son for this secrecy is believed to be the 
desire. to protect the movie industry 
from scandal. 

A mneéw theory of the murder was ad- 
vanced today and received some consid- 
eration at the Sheriff's office. It is that 
Taylor was shot by a woman’ whom he 
was embracing and who had her arms 
around him. The theory is based on the 
position of the bullet found in “his back 
andthe fact that Taylor is thought to 
have ‘his. arms raised \when he was 
killed.. Rage, because . she had™ been 
scorne®? by the Director, is the motive 
imputed to the woman. 

The mysterious disappearance of tele- 
grams and letters from Mabel Normand, 
which she says: were képt ina bureau 
drawer .by \Taytor, has not yet. been 
cleared up.

Harding Sees Flames Start, but 
Is Reassured—Big Washing- 
ton Crowd Watches.

WASHINGTON; Feb. .8.-A ‘quantity 
of ‘pitch: which was being heated for use 
in repairing the roof of the United 
States Treasury Building became,ignit 
at 3:40 o'clock this afternoon, and ca 
a@ spectacular fire which for a 
“threatened to do much damage. 
“Flames shot high into the, aif es ‘the 
pitch was consumed and the explosion 
of a gasdline tank, with a loud roar, 
‘added to theexcitement. Firemen. 
en neonates quickly, however, vie tae: 
fined the fire to a section of the roof, 


} the tower and a large room..on he 


fourth floor used by the pliotestatic and 
architectural divisions of the ‘depart- 
meént; ‘The damagé probably will not 
exceed $25,000, most of which was done 
by water, 

Most of the excitément was outside. 
the building, where 4 great crowd col- 
lected, attracted by Abe ‘flames and’ the 
black smoke which was caused by water 
being poured upon the flaming miass of 
pitch by firemen. More‘ than 3,000 clerks 
are employed- in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, but little or no confusion followed 
when thé fire gongs rang. . Practically 
all of the employes Tremained in the 
building upon being informed that there 
was no danger. 

The Treasury Department adjoins: the 
White House; grounds on. the south and 
the Washington, Hotel on the “north. 
Those ‘who first saw the blaze from a 
distance were not certain whether the 
White House, the Treasury; or the hotel 
was endangered. The huge volume of 
flames, which could be seen for many 
blocks, made it appear that 'the fire was

The report of five army and navy 
engineers made to the Coroner in 
Washington, who has been holding an 
inquest upon the. victims* of the -col- 
lapse of the Knickerbocker “Theatre, 
warrants the conclusion that tie con- 
struction work was inferior if not 
fraudulent. In .either case it. was in 
violation of the laws of the District of 
Columbia. ..These engineers, whose 
competence is nét open to doubt,. found 
twenty-one weaknesses in the’ struc- 
ture.
